PRESIDENT GERALD FORD AND TO MR. HENRY KISSINGER. BOTH, 

AT THEIR LEVEL, WHICH IS VERY HIGH BUT WITH ROOM FOR 
MANEUVER WHICH IS UNFORTUNATELY NARROW, EMPLOY ALL
